He accordingly, on the demand of the Grand Vifier,

«rater, A few-days-before he had threatened a Drog- 
man with having his head cut off, and fent to the Conful. 
_ “"Phus all the laws of nasions were violated with the 
moft daring eff-ontery. All our treaties with the Porte, 
all oir ftipvlations defpifed by the Beys, and by the 
loweft .of their agents; under pretence, as they faid, 
‘that they had not concurred in them; the charaéter of 

“our Conful was contemned and outraged ;. the’ life and 
liberty of Frenchmen were every moment compromifed, 
‘and their property given up to plunder. 

‘ “The French. Republic could’ no donger leave unpu- 

_nithed thofe muimerous atrocities, evidently excited by 

- England... -Its-patience had been extreme, and ferved 

‘only ta incréafe the audacity of the oppreffors. - ; 

What courfe then remained to-the French Govern- 
~mentto obtain jultice for fo many injuries ?>—Several 
times, through the medium of its Envoy, complaints 
had been made by the French Government. to the 
Worte ; but emcept the. expedition of Haflan Pacha in 


1786, which, however, only affecied the two Beys, 
without in the lealt repairiog paft injuries, or providing 
againit them in future ; all that the Porte thought tt- 
felf boand to do’was to authorife the Grand Vizier to 
write in our favour fome letters to the Pacha of Egypt» 
who could do nothing, and to the two Beys, who, ha- 
ving every thing in their power, were determined to 
pay nothing but an illufory deference to this recommen- 
dation. ‘Thus, in the year 4, the French Ambailador 
to the Porte fent into Egypt, furnifhed with letters from 
the Grand Vizier, an agent, who obtained not real re- 
paration, not the reltoration of immenfe {ums extorted 
from:the French, but only fome derifionary {tipulations 
profeffing to reduce the duties on certain goods agree- 
ably to ancient capitulations. Scarcely was he gone, 
however, when Mourad Bey gave orders, which were 

unctually obferved, to reftore the rate of duties precife- 
ly to the fame ftandard to which, before the arrival of 
our agent, it had injurioufly been raifed. 

The fupport of the Ottoman empire, then, for the 
protection of the French, was evidently deftitute of e- 
nergy and force. And how indeed could any durable 
effeéts in our favour be expected when the Porte had 
fallen fo. low as not to be able to protect itfelf againtt 
thefe Bevs; when it was obliged to ‘permit three mil- 
lions of Eyyptians, which it called its fubjects, to become 
the moft-wretched victims of foreign oppreflion ; when 
its Pacha was treated io Egypt as the lowelt of flaves ; 
when the Grand Signior had been infenfibly ftripped of 
the whole of the rights he enjoyed over that country ; 
when, in a word, he no longer received payment of 
the contributions which had been referved at the time of 
the conquelt of Egypt by Sclim II? All this demon- 
ftrated beyond difpure, that its fovereignity over this 
cotintry was nothing but an empty name, and efpecially 
after the fruitlefs effeéts of the applications to which we 
had reforted, it would have been abfurd {till to expea 
from it a more efficacious intereft for us than it could, 
or dared manife(t for itfelf. 

Nothing, then, evidently remained but to do our- 
felves juitice, and by our arms; in compelling thefe 
bafe ufurpers, paid by the Cabinet of * * # * * # 5 ¢9 
expiatethe crimes of which they had been guilty towards 
us. ‘The -French army appeared on the 13th Meflidor 
(July 1.) was received at Alexandria, at Rofetta, and 
on the §th Thermidor (July 23.) entered Cairo. 

Thus a band of odious ufurpers will no longer tread: 
this ancient and fertile land, which time has not ex- 
haulted, which every year renews its youth by a kind 
of miracle, where the activity of vegetation is incredable 
and almoft fpontancous, and. where are combined the 
richeft productions of the men. qagaere of the world. 

Let it not be faid that no d tion of war preceded 
this expedition. Againft whom then would it have 
been made ?’ Againft the Ottoman Porte ? We were far 
from meditating any attack again{t the old ally of France, 
or to impute to it an oppreflion of which itfelf was the 
firtt vidim. ‘To the infulted Government of the Beys?. 
Such an authority neither was nor could be acknow-’ 
ledged. Brigands ought to be chaftifed ; againft them- 
it is not cultomary to declare war, and ‘indeed by at- 
tacking the Beys; was‘it not England that in reality we 
were going to attack ? ; 

I'he French Republic is therefore more than juttified 
in putting itfelf in an ‘attitude that enables. it {peedily 
to obtain the immenfé: teparations that were due to it 
from the ufarpers of Egypt. *But it doesnot with to 
conquer for itfelf alone—Egypt was oppreffed by the 
Brigands ; the Egyptians be revered, and the culti- 
vator of thofe fertile plains fhall at leagth reap the fruits 
of his labour; which heretofore were torn ‘fronr him 
with the moft fottifh barbarity. The authority of the 
Porte.was wholly unacknowledged, -. Through the aid 
of the triumphant-arms of France it will recover thofe 
immenfe advantages of which it had for fo Jong atime. 
been deprived. In a word, for tne benefit of the whole 
world, Egypt will becomie the country on .the globe 
the richett in every kind of product, the centre of an 
immenfe commerce, and above all, the moft fotmidable 
barrier againft the ‘odious power of the Englith in In- 
dia, and the ufurpation of their trade. :

Extract of a letter from Citizen Savary, Commander of a Di- 
vision, written tothe Minister of Marine ig Royan Roads, 
in the river of Bourdeaux. ; 

I haften to announce to you my return to France, 
after having difembarked in the bay of Kilcummen, in 
Ireland, the troops of the Republic whom I was com- 
miffioned to tranfport. I bring you in return fome 
Englith prifoners; part-of the Garrifon of the city. of 
Killala, whom fome of our French grenadiers, under 
the command of-Geo. Sarazin, feized while effecting 
a landing. 

I cannot defcribe to you the zeal and ardéur of the 
foldiers on reaching ‘land. They refembled fo many 
heroes. On the following day the 23d of Augult, a 
rencontre took place, in which’General Humbert beat 
the enemy, who loft'100 men in killed and wounded. 
The 24th was'to bé'a day of new glory for France.— 
My brave men and I regret, that on account of the bad 
weather coming ong we were obliged to fet fail; we 
fhould otherwile have-had frefh prifoners to bring home 
with us. At my departure 1500 Irifhmen had joined 
us, and were organized ;° 20,000 more were waiting 
for us at a fhort diftance. |

The 
remainder arifes from fees. ; 

Whatever may be the event of Buonaparte’s expedi- 
tion, it is of a charaéter which calls upon the Britith 
Government for every kind of refiltance. The trade 
with India, - now that it has fallen almoft entirely into 
Englith hands, is fo effential as a recompence for thofe 
parts of our commerce which the war interrupts, that 
it cannot be loft without the ruin of our finances, and, 
of courfe, the annihilation of ovr independence. But, 
it is poffible, that, in maintaining it, we may accomplith 
fomething more than a defenfive blefinf. It is pofible, 
that the French, in failing, may lofe fomething more 
than the army, which they have ventured, and the 
gains, upon which they have calculated. 

By this attempt they will have exhibited to the moft 
diftant nationsa flagrant proof of that rapacious ambi- 
tion, which is not fully underftood, till it was felt ;— 
they will have given a turn to the balance, in which the 
power and wealth of the vaft Empire of ‘Turkey vibrat- 
ed ; they will have compelled other Eaftern powers to 
take fhelter beneath the integrity and ftrength. of the 
Britifh character ; and finally, 2s it will be impoflible to 
fuppofe, that they mean to promote the caufe of Liber- 
ty and Humanity by an alliance with the fanguinary 
tyrant of Myfore, the friends of that caufe, whom 
they have deluded here, will learn, that by repeating 
thofe terms they now intend nothing more than to gain 
opportunities for maffacre, plunder, defolations and the 
moft abfolute tyranny, of which there is any record.

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NARRATIVE 

P oF THE 

SHIPWRECK OF CAPTAIN HAMILTON, AND THE 
Se ee CREW OF THE SYDNEY COVE. — 

Copied from The Afiatie Mirror, printed at Calcutta, 
27th December, 3d and roth January 1797-8. 
Captain Hamttrton is a native of Glafgow. 

Tie Sydacy-Cove, Captain Guy Hamizron, left 
Berigal on the roth November 1796, on a voyage to 
Port Jackfon, in New South Wales. On the 13th 
December, im latitude 15. 30. {Suth, experienced a fe- 
vere gale of wind, with a heavy fea. The weather 
continued variable, generally with {trong gales and a 
high fea, till toward the middle of January. During 
this time the fhip laboured much from the violence of, the 
weather, making from fix to eight inches water an hour. 
‘Tlie leak was judged to be under the {tarboard bow.— 
In order to get at it, the forehold was unftowed. The 
rufhing in of the water was diftinély heard; but the 
Jeak could not be reached, owing to its being feated at 
the'back of a dmber: On the 13th January, a thrum- 
med {ail was pot over the ftatboard bow, and paffed 
under the bottom, which reduced the leak from fix to 
four inches an-hour. In this way the fhip continued 
till the 25th January, when a gale of extreme violence 
fet in from the fouth-weft. In handing the topfails, 
Mr Leithman, fecond mate, was loft from the main 
at 2 yard-arm. ‘The thip was kept before the wind, 

ich continued, blowing with fuch fury that a new 
forefail, a main topfail and driver, were torn from the 
yards, though handed” and carefully fecured. Being 
thus without any faikbent, by which tHe thip could be

The eather ete neet Re cold, with conftant rain, 
from which the crew faffered confiderably. The Laf- 
cars were well fupplied with blankets and warm cloth- 
fhipped on purpofe at Bengal; yet they were fo 
benumbed by the feverity of the weather, that neither 
entreaty nor force could prevail on them to work on 
_deck at the pumps. There being four feet water, and 
ing faft, all hands were fent: down to bale from the 
The Lafcars being thus fheltered from the in- 
1 cy of the weather and fea, which inceffantly 
beat over them on deck, worked with cheerfulnefs.— 
By noon next day, the water was reduced to two feet ; 
but the violence of the weather continuing, the people 
could have no intermifion: from pumping and baleing. 
Such was their fatigue, that two men dropped dead 
under the labour of the pumps, and a third died a few 
hours ‘afterwards. After a fevere and tedious night, 
exhaufted in pumping and baleing, the well was cleared 
of water, and the gale abating a little, a new forefail 
was bent, and the fhip then made fail with the wind at 


welt. 

Qn the 27th Jatuary, a new thrummed piece of 
carivas was got over the ftarboard bow. At this time 
the leak had encréafed between eleven and twevle 
i By next day the fothering had redu- 
inches, notwith{tanding the fea was very 
from the weak and fickly ftate of the 
tmpoffible to keep the water under.

From this 
time the gale continued to encreafe till the yuh, when 
it blew fo hard as to bring the fhip under courfes. On 
the 8th February, obferved ‘in the latitude 40. 56. 
fouth longitude by time’ piece, 149. 40. ealt of Green- 
wich. * gale now encreafed to a perfec hurricane, 
with a dreadful fea. . At half paft three, P. M. {prung 
2 new leak, which gained fo fait on jhe pumps, as ren- 
dered it neceflary to bearup for land,’ to fave the lives 
. of the people ; and if poffible to get the fhip into a 
place of fecurity. Bore ip accordingly for the land, 
and made more fail. Cape Barras, by accounts W. 4 N. 
or W. and by N. diftant by accounts 90 miles. The 
Jake gaining rapidly on the pumps, a part of the cargo 
ee cat overboard; but notwithftanding every ex- 
ertion to keep the leak under, at five P. M. there were 
24 feet water in the well, and. hourly gaining. At 8 
P. M. the water. had increafed to five feet, and the thip 
fettling faft, ‘the long boat was got clear—ftill running 
weft and carrying a prefs of fail in order to get in with 
‘the land. By’midnight the water was nearly up to the 
lower deck*hatches. At half paft twelve faw the land 
about two miles diftant ; ‘but appearing to be high per- 
pendicular rocks with a heavy furf, it was thought ad- 
vifable to heave to till the morning. At day-break 
the water was over the comings of the lower deck hat- 
iches ; and the veffel-Iying on one fide with the chan- 
nels on the water. At day-light, having with diffi- 
culty got her head round, made all the fai} poflible 10- 
wards the land, but from her being fo mach water log- 
ged, fhe would hardly anfwer her helm. Stood in for 
an*opening in the land ; but could get no ground 
at'45 fathoms, though but a final! diftance from an ifland 
a-head. When 2 little nearer in with the land, got 
ground in 15 fathoms. Finding the thip muft foon go 
down, the long boat was got out, and fent afhore to the 
ifland, with fome rice, ammunition and fire arms; ftill 
ftanding in forthe if_and, till the ftruck on a fandy bot- 
tom, in 19 feet water, a few minutes after the long boat 
left her. 

All the people being fafely landed, {mall parties were 
fent out in different dire€tions, on the following day, the 
oth Febroary, in que of water, but without fuccefs. 
A well was then funk. After digging 7; feet, they 
met with water a little brackith, with which they were 
obliged to be content, as none could be procured from 
the wreck ; but from the roth till the 27th February 
Captain Hamilton was employed. in equipping the long 
boat, ia order to difpatch her to ‘Port Jackfon, with an 
account of the lofs of the fhip, and to requeft fuch af- 
fiftance as could be afforded. The long boat being 
completed, was difpatched on the 27th February, in 
chafge of Mr Hugh Thomfon, chief mate ; with Mr 
William Clark, affiftant fupercargo, and fifteen men, 
the beft of the erew. _ 

After the departure of the long boat, Captain Ha- 
milton and the people remaining with him, were em- 
ployed in getting afhore various parts of the cargo from 
the wreck. The ftock of proivfions faved being but 
{mall, and the time when relief might arrive uncertain, 
each man’s‘daily allowance of rice was limited to a tea 
cipfel. : 

Fhe weather proved extremely cold with conftant 
gales and heavy rains ; and the people h’aving no other 
fhelter than tents made from old fails, fuffered greatly, 


ie 
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Brom the 234 April till che 2f May twas one continued 
ftorm, with thunder, lightening, rain, anid extreme cold. 
—The tents being foon difmantled and blown to pieces, 
left the unfortunate fafferers expofed to the extremities 
of cold, wetnefs, and hunger, for during the continv- 
aace of this {torm it was impoffible to keep always fire 
to drefs the pittance of rice on which their fubliitence 
depended. 

On the firft of May the weather moderated ; but 
the people were fo much reduced that they were un- 
able to refcue any thing farther from the wreck. All 
hands were therefore fet to work to build a houfe, as 
without fome protection inevitable death threatened to 
refult from the recurrence of fuch weather as they had 
lately experienced. 

On the 8th of June the fafferings of their affociates 
in phisfortune were interrupted by the welcome fight of 
a Jong boat to the weftward of the ifland, apparently 
looking for the wreck. Gladnels now fat on every 
countenance ; every look, every gefture befpoke the 
fullnefs of their joy—the miferies of four fad dreary 
months were now forgotten in the ttanfport of the mo- 
ment. A(ffoon as their firft emotions had fubfided, the 
jolly boat was launched, the nimbleft of the crew leaped 
on board, and eagerly ftood out to follow the vellel in 
the offing. But what language can convey any adequate 
idea of their grief on perceiving the object of their pur- 
fuit Randing before the wind, dire&ly from the ifland ? 
continuing her courfe the lapfe of a few minutes carried 
her out of fight, and with her fled all the hopes and 
joys which the had fo lately excited. Their difap- 

ointment and defpair, heightened by the excels of their 
Bs expeétations, may be readily conceived. They 
did not however neglect any meafure that could yet 
afford a gleam of hope. The jolly boat returned to the 
ifland. The Englith colours were hoifted, and a large 
fire prepared, which might be vifible fome leagues at fea. 
To their unfpeakable joy, a fchooner was feen next day 
to the eaftward ; but the furf run fo high as to prevent 
any attempts to go off to her in the jolly boat. 

_ On the enfuing day, 1th June, the floop-rigged boat, 
that had been feen on the 8th, again appeared, and ap- 
proaching the ifland, the jolly boat was fent on board.— 
She proved to be a loop, private property, fent to their 
afiftance from Port Jackfon, out ten days, and navi- 
gated by Mr Armftrong, matter of his Majefty’s thip 
Supply. The veffel in the offing was his Majefty’s 
fchooner Frances, fent from Port Jackfon to the aflift- 
ance of Captain Hamilton and his men, by his Excel- 
lency Governor Hunter. 

Having loaded the two veffels with a part of thecar- 
go from the wreck of the Sydney Cove, they were 
ready to fail on their return to Port Jackfon by the zoth 
June.. The cargo faved being more than the two vef- 
fels could take on board, five of -Captain Hamilton’s 
men volunteered to remain on the ifland to take care of 
the cargo left, till he fhould be able to return from Port 
Jackfon with a veffel of fufficient fize to bring off the 
whole. Matters being thus arranged, the two veffels 
failed on the 21{t, and after a ftormy paflage of fifteen 
days, the Frances fafely arrived at Port Jackfon. 

The long boat, heing equipped and ready for fea, was 
difpatched on the 28th of Febetary as already ftated, 
in order to proceed to Port Jackfon, with intelligence , 
of the fhipwreck. Mr Thomfon late chief mate of the 
Sydney Cove, Mr Clark fupercargo, three European 
feamen, and 12 Lafcars, in all 17 perfons, embarked. 
They purfued a foutherly courfe, till the firft of March, 
latitude 38 fouth, by agcount, having had no obferva- 
tion for feveral days. On the evening of this day, it 
began to blow, and foon increafed to a ftormy gale with 
a heavy fea, by which the boat was in great danger in 
foundering. ‘They were at an inconfiderable diftance 
from the thore ; but the furf broke with fuch virulence 
as to prevent the pofhibility of approaching with fafety. 
Being unable to land, the only chance of prefervation 
was to come to with both anchors, which was accord- 
ingly done. The boat lay in the moft imminent dan- 
ger from being often almoft entirely filled with water, 
by the heavy fea, which during the night, continued to 
break over her. In this perilous fituation they remain. 
ed till day-light, when they cut both cables and fet the 
fore fail; but the boat at this time fuddenly filling, it 
was not without the utmolt difficulty that they got her 
through the furf, when fhe went to pieces a few minutes 
after the people had gained the beach. 

Imagination cannot picture a fitnation more melan- 
choly than that:to which the unfortunate crew was 
reduced—wrecked a fecond time on the inhofpitable 
fhore of New South Wales, cut off from all hopes of 
rejoining their companions, without provifions, without 
arms, or any probable means either of fubftence or. de- 
fence, they feemed doomed to all the horrors of a 
lingering death, with all their misfortunes unknown and 
unpitied. In this trying fituation they did not abandon 
themfelves to defpair, they determined to proceed to 
the northward, in the hope of reaching Port. Jackfon, 
‘although the diftance of the fettlement, the unfrequent- 
éd deferts they were to traverfe, and the barbarous 
hordes among whom they had to gain their way, pre- 
fented difficulties that required no ordinary fhare of 
fortitude to encounter, and perfeyerance to overcome ; 
but danger and difficulty leflen as they approach the 
mind, as if its ultimate {trength were referved for ardu- 
ous occafions, reconciles itfelf with calm refignation to 
fufferings from which, on a more diftant view, it would 
recoil with horror. 

It was thus with our little party—the dangers that 

furrounded them ferved but to excite them to exertion ; 
they refolved to brave every difficulty, and to commence 
their journey without delay. The three days following 
the lofs of their boat were fpeot in colleGting fuch ar- 
ticles as had been thrown on fhore from the wreck.— 
On the 15th they began their march: The principal 
occurrences in the courfe of the journey are related in 
the following abftraét of a journal, compiled partly from 
recollection, and partly from the affiftance of memoran- 
da, written with a pencil. 
} Mareh 15. We began our journey for Port Jack- | 
on. 
16. Walked fixteen or cighteen miles along a fandy 
beach. 

17. Paffed feveral {mall rivers, and one fo large 
that we were obliged to conftruct a raft to crofs it. 
From the detention this occalioned walked only eight 
miles. 

18. Forded feveral branches of rivers. We this 
day fellin with a party of natives, to the amount of 
fourteen, all of them entirely naked. They were {truck 
with aftonifhment at our appearance, and were extreme- 
ly anxious th examine every patt of our clothes and 
body, in which we readily indulged them. They view. 





ed us moft attentively. ‘They opened our clothes, exa- 
mined our feet, hands, nails, &c. frequently exprefhing 
their furprize by laughing and loud thoutings. From 
their 1k se during this awkward review, it was eafy 
to perceive that they confidered our clothes and bodies 
as infeparably joined, Having made them a prefent of 
a few {tripes of cloth, which they appeared highly de- 
lighted with, we purfued our journey, and halted in the 
evening, after a march of thirty miles. 

The natives on this part of the coaft appear ftrong 
and mufcular, with heads rather large in proportion to 
their bodies. The flat nofe, and broad thick lips, 
whieh diftinguifh the African, alfo prevail amongft the 
people on this coaft. ‘Their hair is long and ftraight, 
but they are wholly inattentive to it, either as to clean- 
linefs or in any other refpect ; it ferves them in lieu of 
a towe! to wipe their hands as often as they are daubed 
with blubber or thark oil, which is their principal article 
of food. ‘This frequent application of rancid greafe to 
their heads and bodies renders their approach exceed. 
ly offenfive. Their ornaments confilt chiefly of fith 
bones or Kangaroo teeth, faftened'with gum or glue to 
the hair of the temples and on the forehead ; a piece 
of reed or bone is alfo wore through the feptum or car- 
tilege of the nofe, which is pierced for the admiflion of 
this ornament. Upon the whole, they prefent the moft 
hideous and difgutting figures that favage life caa_pof- 
fibly afford. 

19. Met with a pretty large rivet, which we were 
unable to crofs till low water, there being no wood from 
which we could conftruct a raft. A few natives on the 
oppofite bank of the river san off at our approach. 

20. This day we procured a few fhell fifth on the 
rocks. We walked about fixteen miles along the fea 
fide, part of the way over very high bluffs and tharp 
rocks. 

21. This morning went inland about three or four 
miles—made a raft and croffed a large river ; its banks 
were delightful ; the trees, tall and majeftic, added dig- 
nity to the ftream, and gave the furrounding country a 
beautiful and picturefque appearance—faw a few of the 
natives, who, at fir(t fight, advanced, but on a nearer 
approach they fled and concealed themfelves in the 
woods. Among the different groupes of natives it is 
remarkable we hare not yet feen a woman. Walked 
fixteén miles this day. 

22. This day’s walk was rendered very difagreeable 
by conftant heavy rain. 

23. The weather to-day was delightful; the agree- 
able temperance, together. with the beautiful fcenery that 
opened to our view through a moft delightful country, 
compenfated in a great meafure for the inclemency of 
yefterday’s journey. We had a diftant profpedt inland 
of fome very high hills, covered to their fummit with 
lofty trees. In the evening: we halted after a march of 
eighteen miles. 

24. We had travelled about feven miles, when our 
progrefs was ftopt by an immenfe river, which emptied 
itfelf in the ocean by feveral branches. | We began to 
prepare a raft, in order to crofs the river before us. 

25, 26, and 27. Thefe three days were employed 
in completing the raft, and crofling the different bran- 
ches of the river. 

28. In the courfe of this day’s journey we reached 
an iffand about five miles diftant from the fea fhore.— 
This place appears well fuited to afford fhelter to fhip- 
ping, being completly fand locked, and covered from 
the wind. In the latter part of the day’s march we 
had to traverfe hills of fand, which made it exceeding- 
ly. fatiguing, neverthelefs we travelled about twelve 
miles. 

29. On crofling 2 narrow but deep river, one of the 
natives threatened to difpute our landing ; but approach- 
ing with a determined appearance, no actual refi{tance 
was attempted, and a reconciliation was effected by the 
diftribution of a few ftripes of cloth ; a good under. 
ftanding being thus eftablifliéd, the men called to their 
wives and children, who were concealed behind the 
rocks, and who now ventufed to fhew themfelves.— 
Thefe were the firfté women we had feen ;—from their 
cries and Jaughing it is evident they were greatly a(to- 
nifhed at our appearance. ‘The men did not think pro- 
per to admit of ‘our coming fufficiently near to have a 
full or perfect view of their ladies, but we were near 
enough to difcern that they were the moft wretched ob- 
jects we had ever feen, equally filthy as the men—coarfe 
and ill featured, and fo devoid of delicacy or any ap- 
pearance of it, that they feem to have nothing even 
human about them, but the form. We purfucd our 
way, and walked about ten miles. 

30. Croffed a {mall river this morning, and walked 
about eight miles through a country interfperfed with 
hills and covered with heath. We came to a pretty 
large river, which being too deep to ford, we began to 
prepare a raft which we could not have completed till 
next day, had not three of our native friends, from 
whom we pasted yelterday, rejoined us, and affifted us 
over. We were much pleafed with their attention, for 
the act was really kind, as they knew we had this river 
to crofs, and appear to have followed us purpofely to 
lend their affiftance. In the evening we travelled about 
four miles farther, and refted for the night. 

31. Walked about eighteen miles round’a very deep 
bay, and many fmall rivers opening into it. 

April 1. Paffed through a very pleafant country, 
whofe delightful verdure, ftrewed over with a variey 
of flowers, rendered a walk of 20 miles this day ex- 
tremely agreeable.
